"The Ntw York Times", August 24, 1963, page one, 
carried an article r-ntltled, "An All-Nc^ro Party 
for 1964 Is Pormed". The article related that 
a national all-Ne^iro political party was being 
organized. It hoptd to run its own slate in 
the congressional and local elections in 1964. 
A tentative national con:inittee Had obtained 
offices at Rl East 125th Street, New York City. 

A leaflet entitled, "'A Call for a Freedom Now 
Party" was publicly circulated in the suiniser 
of 1963 and called for the formation of a 
Freedom Now Party '^'vith an all-Black slate 
and a platform for liberation". 

Martin Luther King, Jr., stated he would not er.dorse 



either presidential candidate, however, he was not going to 
vote for Barry Goldwater for president. He then urged all 
the people he talked to to vote for the candidate who would 
serve them best.
